SOLDIERS 


Able to Secure Extra Rifles and Am- 


munition, Says a Corporal. 


Washington, March 26. — William 


Ryan, corporal of Company K, Twenty- 
sixth infantry, asserted before the 
senate committee on military, affairs, 
which is investigating the Brownsville 
affair, that soldiers invariably were 
able to secure extra cartridges and 
sometimes had extra rifles as well. 


Ryan was at Brownsville prior to the 


coming of the negro soldiers it the 
Twenty-fifth infantry. 
He was serv 


ing the quartermaster sergeant, at 
whose orders, he said, he sold 1,000 
rounds of 'government ammunition to 
a junk dealer in Brownsville. Under 
the same man's orders he said that he 
defaced the numbers on six Krag-Jor- 
gensen rifles, which had been secured 
In the Philippines, with 14 others, as 
surplus guns. The defacing was done 
and the guns held out at the time the 
order was issued for the surrender of 
all of the Krag-Jorgensen 
type of 


rifles. Thomas Taylor, a former mem- 
ber of Companj B, T\v enty fifth infan- 
try, was called to the stand. The ex- 
pert examination of shells picked up in 
Brownsville is declared to show that 
his gun was used in firing 11 of these 
shells.-1 Taylor denied that his gun had 
been fired since his company left Fort 
Niobrara, a month prior to the shoot- 
ing.

PUTS AN END TO THE WAR 


Conflict Was of Short Duration and 


None of the Several Engagements 
Serious—Nicaraguans Before With- 
drawing Will Install Another Presi- 
dent at Tegucigalpa. 


Washington, March 26. — Senor 


Corea, the Nicaraguan minister, re- 
ceived a dispatch from President Ze- 
laya of Nicaragua announcing the cap- 
ture and occupation of Tegucigalpa, 
the capital of Honduras. 


The capture of Tegucigalpa by the 


Nicaraguans, coupled with the recent 
defeat of the forces of Honduras and 
Salvador at Choluteca ami the flight 
of President Bonilla of Honduras, puts 
an end to the latest Central American 
war. It is now probable'-that Nicara- 
gua will install another -president at 
Tegucipalga in lieu of President Bo- 
nilla and then withdraw her troops to 
her own territory. 
r The conflict has been of short dura- 
tion, and judging from the reports 
which have been received here none of 
the various engagements -was serious. 
The casualties have been comparative- 
ly light, 400 or 500 in the most impor- 
tant engagement reported, the fight at 
Choluteca. 


Honduras has been helped in this 


war by Salvador, -Kith whom she bad 
an offensive and defensive alliance, 
and she has had to contend with a 
rebellious outbreak of her own people. 
This was also the case fn Nicaragua, 
the latent revolutionists in each coun- 
try seemingly taking advantage of the 
difficulties of the government to fur-
